Rev.  W.  Grimshaw. 

This  eminently  good  and  useful  man 
was  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land,  and  Perpetual  Curate  of  Haworth, 
in  the  parish  of  Bradshaw,  Yorkshire. — 
He  was  a  burning  and  shining  light,’’ 
and  served  his  generation  by  the  will  of 
God.  For  him,  “to  live  was  Christ,  and 
to  die  was  gain.”  After  a  life  of  undis¬ 
sembled  piety  and  almost  unexampled 
activity  and  usefulness,  he  fell  asleep  in 
Jesus,  April  7?  1763,  in  the  55th  year  of 
his  age. 

The  cause  of  his  death  was  a  malignant 
putrid  fever,  with  which  the  scene  of  his 
labours  was  visited,  and  of  which  many 
other  persons  died.  Before  he  was  taken 
ill,  he  had  a  presentiment  that  one  of  his 
family  would  fall  a  victim  to  the  prevailing 
contagion.  In  visiting  the  sick,  he  caught 
the  infection,  and  from  the  first  attack, 
expected  and  welcomed  the  approach  of 
ileath.  He  found,  in  the  time  of  dissolution, 
the  benefit  of  that  religion  which  he  had 
enforced  in  his  ministry,  recommended  by 
his  example,  and  tvhich  so  often  had  made 
ills  soul  to 

**  Swell  unutterably  full 
Of  glory,  and  of  God.” 

The  king  of  terrors  being  divested  of 
his  sting,  was  hailed  as  the  messenger  of 
mercy,  who  was  to  conduct  him  into  the 
presence  of  his  father  and  his  God.  When 
Mr.  Venn,  (says  the  Rev.  J.  Crowther,) 
asked  him  about  the  state  of  his  mind,  he 
repli^,  “  As  happy  as  I  can  be  on  earth, 
and  as  sure  of  glory  as  if  I  were  in  it.” — 
At  another  time  he  said  to  his  housekeeper, 
‘‘  0  Mary,  I  have  sufiered,  the  last  night, 
what  the  blessed  Martyrs  did ;  my  flesh 
has  been,  as  it  were,  roasting  before  a  hot 
fire.  But  I  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  step 
out  of  my  bed  into*heaven,  and  I  have  one 
foot  upon  the  threshold  already.”  An  old 


friend  calling  to  see  him  in  his  illness,  Mr. 
Grimshaw  took  hold  of  his  hand  at  parting, 
and  said,  with  tnie  simplicity,  “  The  Lord 
bless  you,  Jerry ;  I  will  pray  for  you  as 
long  as  I  live;  and  if  there  be  such  a 
thing  as  praying  in  heaven,  I  will  pray 
for  you  there  also.”  Mark  the  perfect 
man,  and  behold  the  upright,  for  the  end 
of  that  man  is  peace.” 

Where  is  the  individual  that  will  not 
exclaim,  “Let  me  die  the  death  of  the 
righteous,  and  let  my  last  end  be  like 
his 

Mr.  Grimshaw  was  buried  in  the  church 
at  Luddenden,  near  Halifax.  The  fune¬ 
ral  was  plain,  yet.  attended  with  circum¬ 
stances  that  made  it  more  solemn  and 
affecting  than  even  the  pompous  funeral 
of  Nelson.  Almost  the  whole  neighbour¬ 
hood  followed  his  corpse  for  six  or  seven 
miles,  making  the  air  resound  with  sighs 
and  groans,  and  bedewing  the  road  with 
their  tears.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Venn,  then 
vicar  of  Huddersfiield,  preached  a  funeral 
sermon  for  him  at  Luddenden  and  Haw¬ 
orth,  and  Mr.  Romaine  preached  another 
in  London,  at  St.  Dunstan’s  in  the  West. 

“Remember  them  who  have  spoken 
unto  you  the  word  of  God,  whose  faith 
follow,  considering  the  end  of  their  con¬ 
versation  :  Jesus  Christ,  the  same  yester¬ 
day,  to-day,  and  for  ever.”

Respected  and  very  dear  Friend^ — The 
grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  with  every 
covenant  mercy,  and  gospel  blessing,  be 
added  in  rich  abundance  to  your  consola¬ 
tion. 

1  am  still  in  the  land  of  the  living,  a 
monument  of  divine  compassion.  It  is 
now  the  60th  year  since  1  first  entered  on 
the  voyage  of  life,  and  launched  out  on  the 
waves  of  tumult.  My  first  course,  under 
a  press  of  sail,  was  directly  before  the  wind ; 
nor  did  I  veer  a  single  point,  or  change 
tack  or  sheet  for  twenty  years ;  but  exactly 
at  the  end  of  that  time,  I  was  favoured 
with  a  sight  of  the  sun,  and  consequently, 
had  a  true  observation  ;  corrected  my  dead 
reckoning,  and  found  by  calculation  that 
I  was  running  into  danger,  being  com¬ 
pletely  embayed  on  an  enemy’s  coast  and 
a  leeward  shore :  my  situation  became 
still  more  perilous  on  account  of  a  rapid 
current,  which  in  those  low  latitudes,  is 
constantly  and  invariably  setting  to  leew  ard. 
I  then  immediately,  and  without  hesitation, 
for  there  was  no  time  to  be  lost,  hauled  my 
vessel  close  by  the  wind ;  but  a  new  scene 
fpiickly  turned  up,  for  I  had  very  soon  to 
encounter  strong  gales,  accompanied  with 
a  tremendous  sea,  which  much  disabled 
me  in  my  masts,  sails,  and  rigging ;  my 
upper  w  orks  also  became  very  leaky,  which 


required  constant  labour  and  toil  at  the 
pumps,  so  that  there  remained  no  other  al¬ 
ternative  but  that  of  the  old  adage,  “  Pump 
or  sink.’^ 

It  is  now  forty  years  since  I  braced  sharp 
up,  beating  to  windward,  and  toiling  hard 
to  make  the  blessed  shore ;  but  weathering 
all  the  rocks  and  shoals  has  often  been  ex¬ 
ceedingly  doubtful,  and  here  I  am  still,  like 
an  old  shattered,  weather-beaten  barque, 
tossed  up  and  down  on  the  boisterous  ocean 
of  time,  and  buffeted  by  the  rude  waves  of 
temptation  and  sorrow,  while  the  roaring 
billows  of  adversity  often  rise  high,  and 
break  with  violence  on  my  weather  bow. 

This  morning,  however,  being  aloft,  I 
was  favoured  with  a  distant  view  of  the 
land,  which  appeared  to  be  pleasant  and 
beautiful ;  but  what  rendered  the  pros¬ 
pect  more  delightful  was  its  appearance  on 
my  lee  bow ;  so  my  dear  brother,  I  hope 
to  give  her  a  point  of  the  sheet,  slack  my 
bow-lines,  and  round  in  on  my  weather 
braces.  The  voyage  indeed  has  been  long 
and  tedious,  but  when  I  reach  the  harbour, 
it  will  be  doubly  sweet  and  desirable,  for 
then  all  my  sorrows  will  be  at  an  end,  and 
the  delights  of  Paradise  will  open  to  my 
view.  Yes,  my  brother,  I  hope  I  shall  at 
last,  like  a  gallant  and  stately  vessel,  under 
full  sail,  being  wafted  by  the  gentle  breezes 
and  pleasant  gales  of  redeeming  love,  enter 
with  joy  and  triumph  the  peaceful  harbour, 
where  tliousands  that  are  landed  before 
will  crowd  the  eternal  quay,  to  greet  and 
hail  me  welcome.  If  I  am  first  landed,  I 
have  no  doubt  but  I  shall  be  looking  out 
hard  for  the  arrival  of  my  very  dear  friend. 

ANECDOTES. 

At  a  meeting  of  a  Bible  Society  at  Nor¬ 
wich,  a  few  years  ago,  a  most  interesting 
circumstance  occurred.  Two  men,  asso¬ 
ciates  in  vice,  who  had  long  been  in  the 
habit  of  ci>mniitting  robberies  of  various 
kinds,  entered  the  place  with  the  design 
of  picking  as  many  pockets  as  they  could. 
The  attention  of  one  of  these  men  was 
soon  happily  arrested,  by  an  excellent 
speech,  which  one  of  the  friends  of  the 
society  was  just  then  delivering.  He  was 
struck  with  extreme  horror  at  the  recollec¬ 
tion  of  his  course  of  life.  At  length  he 
became  so  agitated,  confused,  and  over¬ 
come  with  sorrow,  that  his  feelings  com¬ 
pelled  him  to  leave  the  room.  He  wan¬ 
dered  in  search  of  a  solitary  place,  and 
there  expressed  the  anguish  of  his  mind  in 
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tears  and  bitter  lamentations.  For  a  con¬ 
siderable  time  he  telt  himself  as  a  condem¬ 
ned  sinner  without  a  ray  of  hope.  His 
mind  was  quite  uninformed ;  and  he  sup¬ 
posed  there  could  be  no  mercy  for  such  a 
transgressor  as  he  had  been.  After  some 
months  spent  in  this  miserable  state,  he 
formed  an  acquaintance  with  a  few  pious 
persons,  who  brought  him  under  the  sound 
of  the  gospel.  By  conversation  with 
Christian  friends,  and  a  regular  attendance 
on  the  means  of  graces  he  gradually  ob¬ 
tained  more  light  and  consolation.  From 
that  period  he  afforded  every  proof  of 
being  a  new  creature,  and  appeared  emi¬ 
nently  devoted  to  the  service  of  God.  His 
former  companion  in  sin  continued  in  the 
same  course,  till  he  committed  a  burglary, 
was  apprehended,  tried,  and  condemned 
to  die. 

His  old  associate  now  felt  the  most  tender 
compassion  for  him  in  this  awful  condition, 
and  hastened  to  the  prison  as  his  best  friend. 
The  unhappy  man  turned  a  deaf  ear  to  all 
his  counsel,  saying,  at  one  time,  Though 
you  are  become  a  Methodist,  do  not  sup¬ 
pose  you  shall  make  such  a  fool  of  me.^^ 
His  friend  at  length  prevailed  with  him  to 
allow  him  to  pray  with  him,  and  read  some 
portions  of  scripture  ;  and  at  parting  he 
said,  Well,  I  shall  pray  for  you  night 
and  day,  as  long  as  there  is  any  hope ; 
and  during  the  short  period  of  your  exist¬ 
ence,  I  will  visit  you  constantly,  if  you 
will  only  see  and  hear  me.^’  The  prison¬ 
er  gave  him  leave  to  come.  At  his  next 
visit  he  said,  on  entering,  Well,  my 
friend,  have  any  other  of  your  former  com¬ 
panions  visited  you  during  your  confine¬ 
ment  No,”  exclaimed  the  poor  man, 
evidently  softened,  no  one  but  you — all 
the  rest  have  forsaken  me  in  my  distress.” 
His  friend’s  heart  revived  at  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  some  favourable  impressions  hav¬ 
ing  been  produced  since  his  last  visit. 

From  this  time  the  poor  criminal  heard, 
not  only  with  patience,  but  listened  with 
much  eagerness,  to  the  instructions  of  his 
friend,  who  endeavoured  to  point  out  his 
dangerous  situation,  and  the  only  remedy 
for  the  guilty.  A  wonderful  change  seem¬ 
ed  to  be  wfwught  on  his  mind  ;  he  now 
appeared  in  the  character  of  a  broken¬ 
hearted  sinner,  at  the  foot  of  the  cross, 
and  united  with  his  friend  in  fervent  ad¬ 
dresses  at  a  throne  of  grace,  rejoicing  to 
hear  the  free  invitations  and  gracious  pro¬ 
mises  of  the  word  of  God.
